The War in Europe 


The man who said to me on the out- 
break of the war the first of August, 
1914, that this country being an intelli- 
gent, peace-loving republic would not 
in any way feel the effects of the war, 
is now getting his eyes opened to the 
fact that we are in many ways affected, 
and it is likely that we may feel the con- 
sequences of this war for years to come. 
I have said little of my own opinion of 
the cause of the war, while I have tried 
to state what other people say about it. 
Perhaps the best statement. about the 
cause of the war is by Professor Eliot, 
who not long ago visited Germany in 
his ‘‘Carnegie” mission around the 
world to try to-do away with the in- 
creasing armaménts of almost. evéry 
civilized nation. » Eliot says that the 
lust for territory and power brought on 
by the military. atmosphere in which 
the. Kaiser lives, is accountable for this 
stupid war. L agree with this great and 
learned American as to the cause of the 
present’ war; but when he says that 
there is no devil in his Unitarian church 
I do not agree with him—but we can 
agree to differ'as to that devil business. 
After making a visit to almost every 
country Eliot’s verdict to Andrew Car- 
negie:.was that in two hundred years 
the devil of war might be dead. 

If I were asked what led to this, war, 
I would say that ‘it was neither. more 
nor Jess than a part of the legacy left 
by, Napoleon. The French ‘nation, ig- 
ndring Tennyson’s sentiment ‘that it 
is ““only noble to be good”, were so 
strongly vaccinated with the notion 
that the pomp, pride, and circumstance 
of glorious war was what made a nation 
great; that they went into the dis- 
astrous war against Prussia in 1870, as 
their Secretary, of War put. it, with a 
tight heart (coeur liger) and today the 
Germans are} ‘as’ they, think, getting 
re @ on the French for the victories 
Napoleon had over the Prussians more 
than’ a hundred years ago. After all 
the disasters’ Napoleon brought... on 
their-country, finishing.-with..Waterloo,. 
Frenchmen ‘today “are” still like a tittle 
child with a new toy, pleased with a 
military possession, the spirit-stirring 
drum and the ear-piercing fife. There 
is no doubt’ that, the..continued com-

mercial greatness of England and her 
boast that she had a navy that could 
protect her against the world in arms, 
has a deal to do with the bitter hatred 
Germany has for England, and these 
two proud nations are today in a life 
or death struggle for the commerce of 
the world. Kitchener, the British War 
Secretary, an Irishman and a soldier,, 
who has hitherto been successful chiefly 
by waiting patiently for the proper 
moment to strike, says that after the 
month of May there will be some fight 
ing.

Obituary 


WILLIAM ERVING 

One of’ New York's oldest citizens 
passed on when William Erving died 
December 11, at the age of eighty- 
seven. He was a typical and fine figure, 
long known. for his picturesque» and | 
strong character. Until within three 
weeks. of his death. he was very 
active, enjoying life to the full.) He 
loved. all men, and knowing the weaker 
sides of human nature he tolerated 
with a grim and real humor. ‘This latter 
was a strong chafacteristic, of. which he 
posséssed a large fund... Always optimis- 
tic, he never failed to see the bright side, 
and one of his favorite texts was, “ Suf- 
ficient unto the day is the evil thereof.” 

Mr. Erving was born in old Green- 
wich Village, October 8, 1826. His 
father was connected with the family of 
Washington Irving and his mother was 
a direct descendant of Elder Robinson, 
the preacher of the Mayflower, her sex 
alone barring her from his profession, 
which was followed by most of his 
direct male descendants. One might 
almost say that Mr. Erving had derived 
equally from both ancestors. He had 
a strong love for New Amsterdam, as 
Washington called New York, and 
satirically and lovingly portrayed it; a 
scorn of pretense, and that staunch 
sort of faith that moves to action—to 
the stake if need be—his ear ever open 
to the call for moral aid. 

Mr. Erving for many years was known 
as a collector and dealer in American 
and particularly in New York prints 
and literature. As a further specialty 
he sought and treasured the records of 
the great reform movements—Temper- 
ance, Anti-Slavery, and Woman’s Suf- 
frage—all of which had his enthusiastic 
love and effective support. He was a 
lover of the negro race. N> “il: 
instincts could induce him to part with 
his extra illustrated “Life and Times of 
William Lloyd Garrison”. He hailed 
with joy the recent advance of the cause 
of Woman’s Rights, and his slender and 
resolute form was seen in all the great

In so far 
as the State is concerned there are many 
places available for working out the two 
results of so much importance in con- 
nection with the great problem of 
efficient government and prosperity of 
the people. 


WORK FOR THE UNEMPLOYED 


“To the Editor of the Herald 

“The present condition of the Labor 
Market in which many able-bodied men 
are finding themselves without work, 
would seem to offer an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the Commonwealth to accom- 
plish two things at once: More efficiency 
for some of its institutions, and an op- 
portunity for men who need an income 
to perform well-needed work in, bring- 
ing about that efficiency. 

“In discussing the condition of State 
institutions as Chairman of the Com- 
mission on Economy and Efficiency, the 
writer called attention to very large op- 
portunities that the State ought to take 
advantage of, to make the various in- 
sane and charitable institutions of the 
State more nearly self-supporting. Some 
cases referred to during the discussion 
of last year may be cited now as offering 
means for very large work which the 
State ought to do as a matter of business 
economy, and which the State can now 
afford to do along the line of offering 
opportunity to men to have employ- 
ment. 

“The Tuberculosis Hospitals of the 
State are dependent entirely upon paid 
labor for their development. Most of 
them desire to carry on more or less in- 
dustrial and farming activities, but not 
one of them is equipped to the state of 
efficiency where such activities are eco- 
nomically sound. By the right de- 
velopment of the resources available, 
and by the addition of resources which 
could be acquired, it would be possible 
to equip the tuberculosis hospitals of 
the State, so that it would be genuinely 
good business management for the State 
to even hig their industrial activities, 

“One of the most. striking oppx 
tunities fired in this aan > Rain 
in the hospital at North. Reading, ;where 
a very efficient superintendent is strug- 
gling with a plot of land not at all 
adapted to agricultural work. The in- 
stitution already owns another tract of 
land which, if properly developed, is 
capable of becoming.a good agricultural 
plat. Send two hundred men into that 
region at the present time, and let them 
cut away the brush and remove the 
stones, and put this land into the proper 
shape for agricultural work, and there 
would be provided at the hospital a 
genuine service of great value to the in- 
stitution that would accomplish both 
purposes so much needed at the present 
time. 

“The condition at North Reading 
can be duplicated at many other State 
institutions, and at several of them to a 
marked degree. The lowest per capita 
cost maintained in any of the State in- 
stitutions is that maintained at Bridge- 
water, where highly developed indus- 
trial life has resulted from efficient 
superintendency, and a long period of 
well-applied labor. At Bridgewater, of 
course, much of this labor comes with 
only a slight cost to the State, but the 
results that can be figured out applying 
the, same fixed charges to institutions 
that ought to be approximately as 
efficient as Bridgewater in so far vas the 
return to the State is concerned, will 
show that many of the disadvantages 
which other institutions emphasize are 
due to a failure on the part of those in 
control to make the equipment as 
efficient as it should be to produce the 
best results. Now is an excellent time 
for those in charge of this great State 
work, which calls for the expenditure of 
several million dollars a year, to apply 
the test, and work out the opportuni- 
ties. In the working out of the oppor- 
tunities there would be found many 
places where large groups of men could 
be given a chance to secure a weckly 
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wage and all with an ultimate benefit 
to the Commonwealth from the work 
thus performed.

NEW BUILDING AT PHILLIPS 


A Social Centre for the Students and 
A Meeting Place for the Faculty 
To be Provided in 
New Structure 


Plans are now being completed by 
Guy Lowell, the architect for Phillips 
Academy buildings, for a new two-storey 
building to be erected on Phillips street. 
The building will be located a short dis- 
tance back of the Archaeology building 
and will form one corner of a new quade 
rangle which will be located. on the 
Phillips street side of the old campus.

Suffering of the people of Avezzano is 
that of the inhabitants of the entire 
district to the south. The loss of 
life and damage to property in several 
Places are equally as great, but the 
needs of the sufferers have received 
far less attention. 

Soldiers have arrived at many of 
these places to aid in the work of 
rescue, but there is a lamentable 
Scarcity of food for both troops and 
the people. The temporary shelters 
Provided also are inadequate to pro- 
tect the people from the increasingly 
cold weather. 

Paterno, high up on the mountain- 
side, has suffered probably more than 
any other town in the whole earth- 
Quake region. Less than 200 persons 
have been saved out of a popmiation 
of 2000, and not a single house re- 
Mains standing. All are shapeless 
Tuins. 

Along the main road from Paterno 
to Pescina traffic hag ceased except 
for a few motor cars carrying supplies 
and some country carts, which, when 
encountered, are generally laden with 
two or more coffins. 

The flourishing town of Pescina is a 
Mass of ruins from which there a per- 
ceptible odor of dead bodies. More 
than 4000 of the people of Pescina are 
buried under the fallen buildings. 
Some of the corpses which have been 
recovered lie on the ground at street 
corners. i 

Although living persons are still be- 
ing dug out of the ruins, there are only 
160 soldiers at Pescina to assist the 
Survivors in rescue work. The few 
surviving town Officials complain bit- 
terly of the government’s neglect. 
They say no bread has been obtain- 
able since Saturday. i 

Pescina lost its most famous land- 
Mark, the sixteenth century castle 
of the Piccolomini family, and the 
house where the famoug Cardinal 
Mazarin was born. 

The condition of the surviving 
population of the town of San’ Bene- 
detto, near Pescina, is deplorable. 
Over 4000 of the inhabitants perishea 
out of a total population of 4500. Only 
volunteers from the nearby districts 
have been engaged in the rescue 
work. 

No outside help of any kind reached 
San Benedetto until] Sunday, although 
Pescina is only three miles away. The 
roadway between the two places was 
blocked as a result of the eruption. 

The town of Celano, northeast of 
Avezzano, and 2500 feet up in the 
mountains, lost 1000 dead through the 
earthquake. There are also many in- 
Jured and 10,000 persons are without 
shelter. A majority of them have been 
compelled to pass the bitterly coid 
nights in the open air because very 
little lumber has been sent to the 
place with which to build shelters, 

At the town of Ortucchio, south- 
east of Avezzano, the earthquake vic- 
tims. are reported to number over 
2000. A thousand of the dead, it is 
Stated, are buried under the ruins of 
the cathedral. The entire population 
of Ortucchio numbered about 2600. 

The village of Almort, in the same 
region, is also reported as completely 
destroyed. : 

Where thousands have to be cared 
for in tent colonies and hastily im- 
provised hospitals, the danger of dis- 
ease is a scrious problem, and it is 
rendered dcubly acute in some Places 
because of poor water supplies, 

As reports continue to come from 
more distant places it is seen that 
the original estimates of the number 
of victims ‘were. not exaggerated. 
The unofficial figures still place the 
humber of dead at about 25,000 ana 
the injured at 25,000 to 30,000. 

In Rome the procession of injured 
kept arriving and it is estimated that 
6000 persons are being cared for in 
the regular hospitals, in hotels and in 
tent hospitals

Germans Used Aeroplanes In 
Dropping Deadly Bombs 


JOURNEY AGROSS NORTH SEA! 


Great Skill) Shown by Airmen ‘in At- 
tack on English Coast Towns—At 
Least Four, Persons Killed by, Hos- 
tile Fleet—London Prepared to Re- 
pel Just Such an Invasion—Land 
Fighting’ Consists Largely of Artil- 
lery: Duels—Heavy Attack by Ger- 
man Forces In Weat Ia Predicted— 
Russiang Report Repulse. of Attack- 
ing Forces In the East 


Growing conviction that aeroplanes, 
not the Zeppelin terrors, made the 
daring attack. upon the east coast, of 
England has done much to calm the 
minds of terror-stricken Londoners, 

Despite the definite statement of 
several persons that they saw Zeppe- | 
ling, Officials of the cities visited by 
the raiders express their doubts.,.The 
belief, that. the bombs were dropped 
from aeroplanes and, not, from. dirigi- 
bles is supported by the statements of 
the police at, Yarmouth, who say. the 
outlines, of ;the. invaders were. plainly 
visible in the early evening sky. They 
are positive the raiders. piloted) aero- 
planes. ! 

All the raiding airships: escaped. 
Dispatches from Hunstanton; near 
the raided area, deny the report that 
an airship was brought down there by 
the fire of warships off the coast. On 
the contrary; it is stated;: an airship: 
was sighted: drifting leisurely sea- 
ward, apparently returning to the 
German aircraft base at Cuxhaven. 

* Unofficial’ reports’ from Amsterdam 
brought: word that three airships, fly- 
ing eastward, were sighted off ‘the 
coast of Holland Wednesday. They are 
believed to have been returning from 
the attack. 

The number of persons killed in the 
attgek by the German airships . has 
been definitely placed at four. Re- 
ports concerning the number of air- 
craft engaged range from three to six, 
with the latter figure generally ac- 
cepted. Because the raid as executed 
reports are most 


conflicting . 

The air raiders did not visit Lon- 
don. After throwing terror into the 
hearts of residents of east coast 
towns, the fleet apparently turned 
eastward shortly after midnight and 
sailed back across the North sea, . 

Squadron Divided 

One report had it that on reaching 
the English coast, the squadron di- 
vided, part of the airships flying to 
the north to attack Yarmouth and 
other coast cities, while others flew 
southward to attack London. This 
report placed the number of airships 
in the raiding party at six. 

The cities and towns known to have 
been bombarded are the following: 
Yarmouth, Kings Lynn, Sherringham, 
Snettisham, Gorleston, Grimston, 
Beeston, Dorsingham and the environs 
of Sandringham, 

All of these were attacked within 
a few hours, and telephone wires were 
hot with warnings to interior cities 
of the approach of the raiders. 

Preparations to re.el just such an} 
invasion had been made months ago 
in London. When the news reached 
London special forces of constables 
rushed to the northward in motor 
cars, hoping to sight the approaching 
airships in time to warn the city. Bat- 
teries of anti-aircraft guns were 
trained on the northern sky, and 
giant searchlights swept the horizon. 
Fears of a raid on London were not 
wholly dispelled until! after dawn, 
when the Amsterdam dispatches re- 
ported the return of the airships. 

In all probability, the airship squad- 
ron started from the German aerial 
base at Cuxhaven. Weather condi- 
tions were unusually favorable, and 
the giant airships so timed them- 
selves as to sweep over the 300 inter- 
vening miles of North sea and arrive 
off the English coast just after dark- 
ness settled down. 

On the Battlefields 

The battles both in the east and the 
west now consist largely of artillery 
engagements with occasional attacks 
by the infantry. The French caim to 
have made further progress in the re- 
gion of Pont-a-Mousson, to which 
military men attach so much import- 
ance. 

It is predicted that the Germans will 
launch a heavy offensive, as they did 
with great success at Soissons, to put 
g stop to the French advance toward 
the roads leading to Metz. 

The Germans have captured some 
more trenches in the Argonne, but, 
according to the French official report, 
these trenches were retaken. 

The only other matter of importance 
disclosed by the official statements 1s 
an intimation in the Berlin communi- 
cation that the Germans have taken 
a counter offensive in Alsace. 

In Poland and western Galicia the 
Germans and Austrians continue iso- 
fated attacks against the Russian 
fines, which, according to the Rus- 
sian report, have been repulsed with 
heavy losses to the attacking forces. 

Nearing Roumanian Borders 

The Hussiatis are advancing slowly 
through the mountains separatins 
Bukowina and ‘Transylvania and are 
approaching Dorna Watra, a town ol 
some importance near the Roumanian 
border. 


As for the Turkish Caucasian army, 
it 1s believed it will not retire to 
Erzerum, but will be put in readiness 
for defense against the Russians when 
they decide to advance. 

It is considered likely, however, 
that the Russians will be content for 
the present with the successes already 
gained in this region and turn their 
attention to the Turkish forces in 
Azerbaijan before invading Turkey. 


THE DACIA CONTROVERSY 


Great Britain Alone Knows Whether 
Vessel Will Be Held Up 

The next move in thé proposed sail- 
ing of the Steamer Dacia, now lying 
off Port Arthur, Tex., with a cotton 
cargo, is distinctly up to Great Brit- 
ain. 
Whether that nation will carry out 
her implied threat'to hold up the ves- 
gel and test her transfer from German 
to United States registry is known 
only to the British government. 

In the meantime, the United States 
government is prepared to use its en- 
tire legal ‘machinery in establishing 
the right of the vessel to come under 
American registry and safl with cotton 
either to Rotterdam or Bremen. While 
government insurance may not be is- 
sued to her, she will, in all other re- 
spects, have the fullest: sanction and 
protection of the’ United States ad- 
ministration. 


GREAT FORCE IN RESERVE 


France Is Declared to Possess Vast 
Army. of Reinforcements 

Rev. Hugh B. Chapman, chaplain 
of the Chapel Royal; tells of an in- 
terview he had with General Joffre’s 
aide-de-camp in France. In part, he 
says: ; 

“He gave me figures as to the rein- 
forcements which France possesses 
and prepared to use at the right mo- 
ment that simply astotinded me. The 
figures far exceeded my own anticipa- 
tions and would come in the nature 
of a great surprise to ninety-nine out 
of every hundred. people in England, 
as they did me. 

“Nor for one moment did the sug- 
gestion that the campaign might take 
an adverse turn arise. The only idea 
in the adié-de-camp’s mind was that 
the war had entered upon such a stage 
that defeat on the allies’ part was in- 
conceivable.”

The high commissioner of Aus- 
tralia in London, Sir George Reid, 
says he is unable to throw any light 
on the move unless it be connected 
with the question of defense, Sydney 
being the main centre of the naval 
and military forces of the common- 
wealth.

A Home Letter from Hartlepool 


The scenes of European warfare which 
we almost tire of reading in the daily 
papers, acquire a new and fresh interest, 
when retold by those personally familiar 
with the incidents. I think the readers 
of the Townsman ought to share in a 
letter just received from the wife of 
Rev. Mr. Ainsworth of Beachmont, 
whose early home was in that quiet, 
peaceful town on the east coast of 
England, so barbarously attacked by 
the German ships a few weeks ago. The 
incidents are of special personal interest 
to me, as I visited several years ago those 
very homes. Other readers, too, of 
English birth, may be familiar with that 
town. 

“T have at last heard from my brothers 

of their fearful experience at Hartlepool. 
Fred’s house was entirely demolished, 
and his oldest daughter narrowly 
escaped with her life. He said the wo- 
men stood the ordeal bravely. They all 
huddled together in the back part of the 
cellar for forty-five minutes while shells 
were bursting all around them. After 
the firing ceased they came out and 
found, a few yards from the house, six 
dead bodies. One was the captain of 
the Salvation Army, who-had just got 
his family safely landed in a cellar. The 
Baptist church on Regent Street, near 
my old home, where you visited, is en- 
tirely wrecked. My cousin, John Hun- 
ter, who lived two doors from that 
church, writes that the noise of the 
firing, the smashing of windows, and the 
debris falling all-over the place, were 
beyond description. One woman was 
hurrying around the corner of Regent 
St. to get to some place of safety when 
a shell exploded and blew her head ‘off. 
My brother Watson’s house was badly 
damaged, and the house next door de- 
molished. : 

The windows in my own home churc 
were broken, and the roof of the rectory 
next door taken entirely off. One hun- 
dred were killed, and between three and 
four hundred seriously injured. My 
brother says it was a dreadful experi- 
ence—‘a perfect hell’—for forty-five 
minutes; one thousand shells thrown 
into the Hartlepools. The enemy’s 
ships were flying the English flag; that 
and the very thick fog helped them in 
their dreadful work. Fred says they 
heard the firing, but thought it was our 
boats practising. A friend of ours was 
taking his morning walk on the Prom- 
enade, and thought he would watch the 
boats as they were firing out to sea, as 
it is customary for ours to do. Suddenly 
a fearful shriek of an exploding shell 
sounded over his head and burst not far 
from him on the moor. He ran as fast 
as he could for safety. The shells came 
thick and fast; as he ran hither and 
thither he came across women and 
children, with only thin coverings over 
them, flying.for their lives. Your friend, 
‘Prince Arthur,’ for whom you inquire, 
lives in Cheshire and so away from the 
scenes of war.” 

While properly taking, as a nation, a 
neutral position, I am sure that as 
intelligent, humane individuals, we shall 
be excused for having a very. positive 
and very unfavorable opinion of such an 
unprovoked, unnecessary, unjustifiable, 
inhuman bombardment of non-com- 
batant citizens, women and children, 
their homes and churches, and that 
under the guise of being friendly ships. 
It is comforting to recall the ancient seal 
of Phillips Academy about the beginning 
and the end, and to feel sure that “the 
end is not yet”!

The Turn of the Tide 


Last November’s elections mark the 
turn of ‘the tide in the suffrage move- 
ment. , 

; The suffragists chose to press the issue 

simultaneously in seven western and 
middle western states: Nevada, Mon- 
tana, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Missouri and Ohio. 

They were well organized, boastful, 
and abundantly supplied with funds. 

Even in the largest of these states, 
they professed to be confident of victory. 

Their confidence increased as the 
campaigns progressed. October 3, The 
Woman’s Journal reported joyously: 
“Ohio is going to win. If Ohio wins, 


and Massachusetts will come in in 1915,

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for suffrage.” October 31, three ‘ 
before the election, The Woman’s yd 
nal reported, “Victory seems certain in 
Nebraska.” The suffrage leader jn 
Missouri reported to the Journal: “Sen. 
timent in favor of Amendment 13 jg 
growing by leaps and bounds.” The 
Woman’s Journal of October 31 said: 
“Tn all the campaign states, the women 
have high hopes of the result.” 

What happened to these high hopes? 

The suffragists carried the two least 
important states,—Nevada, the most 
sparsely-settled state in the Union, with 
a total population less than that of the 
city of Lawrence, Massachusetts; and 
Montana, with a population about one- 
half that of the city of Boston. They 
were defeated in the other five states, 

Measured by population: the states 
which they carried have a population of 
457,928. Thestatesin which they made 
their appeal and lost have a population 
of 10,413,614. 

Measured by female population: the 
whole number of females of all ages in 
the two states carried for suffrage is 
178,505; in the five states which re- 
jected suffrage, it is 5,028,595. 

Measured by political power: the 
states in which the suffragists won elect 
three members of the national House of 
Representatives, and seven Presidential 
electors; the states where they lost elect 
fifty Representatives and sixty Presiden- 
tial electors. 

In one state—Ohio—there was a 
chance to determine whether the suf- 
frage movement is gaining or losing 
strength. In 1912, the proposed amend- 
ment was defeated by a majority of 
87,455; last November by a majority of 
182,905. 

Since the elections, the suffragists 
have been eager to disavow their “high 
hopes” and they represent themselves 
as greatly pleased with the meagre re- 
sults of their campaigns. But they are 
really bitterly disappointed. They had 
hoped to win victories which would 
open the way to success in the states 
which are to vote upon the question 
next November. But there is nothing 
in the carrying of two such states as 
Nevada and Montana to make an im- 
pression upon public opinion in the East 
and the South. 

Last April, The Remonstrance said: 

“The suffrage movement has not 
gained a foot of territory through the 
vote of the male electorate, east of the 
Mississippi River. Not one of the New 
England states, not one of the Middle 
states, not one of the Southern states, 
not one of the Middle Western states 
has given full suffrage to women.” 

This statement is as true now as when 
it was made nine months ago. The 
strenuous and costly campaigns which 
the suffragists have made in seven states 
have not brought about any change in 
the situation. 

The Remonstrance renews the pre- 
diction that it made last April that “the 
year 1915 is destined to witness the 
heaviest defeats which the suffrage 
movement has yet experienced.”’ ;
